Cassius M. Clay and the late Canvass. 

lOFFiN. \ ( en . jjjyg previous to the late election we re- 
150 ceiled, a telegraphic dispatch from the editor of 
\66 the Maysville Express, inquiring if it was true 
32 that Cassius M. Clay had gone to Newport to 
83 make a speech in favor of Bell for Governor, to 
35 which we responded affirmatively. 'Ihe sequel 
18 seems not to have sustained the correctness of our 
1 reply. In his Newport speech Mr. Clay condemn 1 
'1 ed both the political organizations in Kentucky, 
7 and declared for neither Gubernatorial candidate, 
irg.) I A word in explanation. 

Mr. Clay did pass through this city the day be- 
443 fore the date of our dispatch, and said to his 

112 friends here that he was going to Newport tomake 

a political speech, and that he was for Bell. This 
announcement of his purpose, coupled with a de- 
claration of preference for the Opposition candi- 
date, naturally led to the conclusion that the ob- 
ject of his speech was to promote the result he 
desired. We stated the fact to our Maysville 
contemporary, and announced it in this paper, 
with no expectation of introducing to the public 
Mr. Clay's expressions in the social circle, but 
merely to give early publicity to an important 
political movement, which we did not then enter- 
tain the remotest doubt would be developed tho 
next evening. If a sagacious policy restrained 
his public declaration of a desire for the success 
of Mr. Bell, he will not at this date, we presume, 
object to the above recital of facts necessary to 
our vindication. 

We certainly believed, and not without reason, 
that Mr. Clay intended to recommend to hi- Re- 
publican adherents to vote for Mr. Bell in public 
speech, and we so intended to be understood. 
But if we erred in our interpretation of his re- 
narks, (which were repeated to us,) the substan- 

i ial fact is none the less true that he was for Bell, 
d esired the success of the Opposition, ai.d no 
n rong has been done. Our effort had been.dur- 

ii g the whole canvass, to demonstrate to the peo- 
p! e of Kentucky that there were but two con- 
tc tiding parties in the country, viz: the Black 
R, tptiblican and Democratic organizations; that 
thi * Opposition here was but a faction, local in 
B*.r» >ngth and ephemeral in existence; that it was 
of vital importance to the defeat of Republican- 
ism in 1860, that the Southern States 9hould 
Stan d as a unit under the Democratic banner; and 
that the success of a local Opposition faction here, 
no n atter upon what principles or measures or- 
ganii ed, would operate indirectly to the advan- 
tage i if the Republican party. When, therefore, 
we un derstood, as was true, that Mr. Clay was go- 
ing to Newport to make a political address, and 
that h e was for Bell, we felt it ourduty to give 
this fa ct to the public as a conclusive argument 
to sust lin these propositions. Whatever the er- 
rors of Cassius M. Clay, all men concede him 
ability, great sagacity, and single devotion to the 
Republi can cause; and if the fact that such a man 
desired .he triumph of the Opposition, led others 
to the co -Delusion that such a result would conduce 
to Aboli Jon advantage, or excited a just preju- 
dice agai Dat the party of Mr. Bell, no wrong has 
been don e. for the facts are true and the reason- 
ing com ct. If, as our opponents complain, an 
advantage > accrued to the Democratic party by 
reason of our dispatch, that advantage otjv re- 
sulted fro tn the fact that the leading Republican 
in the Sta to understood the real issue, as we had 
stated it, ; ind desired the Opposition triumph here 
U a blow to the only real obstacle in the way of 
the success i of his party. And to this advantage 
the Democ racy are fairly entitled. It is true we 
would not I lave given publicity to Mr. Clay's de- j 
durations btre, had we doubted for a moment 
that his object, was to give them public expres- 
sion the next .;vening. But concealment of his 
opinion is no characteristic of the man, and we 
do no violence to propriety at this day in the fort- 
going recital of facts. 

We would not be understood in anything we 
have said, as expressing the belief that Mr. Clay 
approves the purposes, principles or measures 
avowed and advocated by the Opposition in the 
late canvr.ss. A man of his boldness and can- 
dor can but despise the inconsistencies, insincer- 
ity, anil hypocrisy of a faction which shifts its 
principles and changes its colors to suit the tide 
of popular prejudice. But he is a Republican, 
and devoted to the success of that party. He 
en nnot lail to understand, as does every intelli- 
gent miin, that the Democratic party is the only 
pover in the country which presents an obstacle 
to the triumph of Republicanism. Noresnhebe 
blind to the fact that the success of local opposi- 
tion in the South will tend to impair the strength 
of the Democratic party when it enters the Pres- 
idential urena in I860. Hence, while he con- 
demns, as he did in his Newport speech, both the 
parties as inimical to what he believes to be the 
best inters at* of the country, he may, and we be- 
lieve does, desire the defeat of the Democratic 
party in its local strugglesas a means of weaken- 
ing its uational power. 

This explanation we have made in justice to 
those of our cotemporaries who have made pub- 
lications upon the faith of our statements, and 
not in deference to the call upon us for our au- 
thority by the irresponsible editor of an Opposi- 
tion journal. — Lexington Statesman.

Washington, August 10. — It is ascertained 
from an authentic source that on the 17th of 
June, the U. S. Deputy Marshal for WcsCern 
Florida informed Che government of the preva- 
lence of reports, chaC a vessel or vessels were ex- 
pected on the coast of Florida with slaves from 
Africa, and made some suggescions as Co che best 
mode of intercepting and artesting Chem — die 
Marshal himself being absent in another part of 
the State. 

The Secretary of the Interior, on reception of 
this communication, immediately telegraphed to 
the Deputy Mart-hil, informing 'him that a rev- 
enue cutter had been ordered from Charleston to 
cruise along the coast of Florida, under his di- 
rection. The Deputy accordingly went on board 
the cucter on the 30th of June, and reached New 
Smyrna inlet on the 3d of July. Two weeks 
thereafter he wrote that he had boarded various 
schooners, to which suspicion might attach, had 
carefully inquired for many miles along Che coasc, 
and concluded by saying Chat there was no in- 
formation to veiil'y the reports of landing of Af- 
ricans. 

It furCher appears ChaC Marshal Blackburn was 
far behind the times, as he did not inlorm the In- 
terior Department of these rumors until his Dep- 
uty had investigated their truth with the above 
mentioned results.

The debates in the English 
Parliament indicate the intention of the govern- 
ment to vigorously prosecute the work upon the 
national defenses. The Sardinian Plenipotencia 
rv to the Peace Conference had reached Paris 
' The American horse Staike, entered by Mr. 
Ten Broeck for the Guodwood race, has won the 
scakes. The Goodwood Cup was car ied off by 
Promised Land. The American mare Prioress 
came ill clurd. 

The Independence Beige says that the A us 
trian Provincial Councils will all be convoked 
60on, and have complete liberty in their de it), 
erationa, and may make known, openly and ti i- 
cerely Co the Emperor, the wishes ot their popu- 
lations. 

The first Austrian corps d'armee for the pres- 
ent, will be maintained in Italy on a war fooling, ; 
200,000 strong. The other corps d'armee are to 
go Co Cheir former cantonments in Gallicia and 
Hungary. 

The official Piedmontese Gazette says that the 
new Minislrv will not produce any serious varia- 
Cion in Che policy of Sardinia 

There will be a grand illumination aC Milan on 
the arrival of the King ol Sardinia. 

The Governors of Modena have been with- 
drawn and the governments turned over to the 
municipality. 

The results of Che de-liberations of the annex 
ation of Tuscany to Piedmont, had been made 
known at one hundred and forty one places, in- 
cluding Leghorn and Florence. There were eighc 
hundred and nine confirmative and only fifteen 
negative votes. 

Le Nord denies that the French troops are to 
remain in the Duchies 

A Milan letter says, that the extreme partv is 
commencing agitation, and an insurrection in Ve 
netia is possible. 

The lnvahde Russe says that Austria and France . 
may make whatever treaties they please, but in 
fixing the lot of Italy they are bound to ask the 
concurrence of the rest of Europe. 

It is said that a deputation, w ith the Prince , 
Napoleon at its head, will soon reach Vienna, 
Co take .the remains of the Due de ReichsCadC to 
France. 

The dale for Che Zurich Conference was not 
fixed, but it was expected to meet in a few days. 

Count Colorcdo, the Representative of Aus- 
tria, reached Marseilles on Che 27lh, and it is said 
proceeded direct for Zurich. 

Great Britain. — The Parliamentary proceed- 
ings on the 27th were unimportant. 

On the 28th, in the House of Commons, Lord 
C. Paget said experiments were progressing to as- 
certain the practicability of laying a submarine 
telegraph to Gibraltar. 

Lord John R usee II made his statement rela- 
tive to foreign affairs. He would have postponed 
it if there had been any prospect of being able to 
announce a definite settlement of the affairs of 
the continent before the approaching close of the 
session. He was glad to see, in the Moniteur, 
that the Emperor ed' France had determined to 
place the army and navy on a peace footing. 

After reviewing the grounds of peace as pro 
claimed by Che Cwo Emperors, he said ChaC as 
England did noc interfere in the war, he did not 
think ic was for her Co interfere i i the peace. 
The sacrifice of a province by Austria did not af- 
fect the state of affairs in Europe sufficiently to 
warrant the interference of the neutral powers 
The most important part of the treaty, however, 
related to the future of Italy, and the invita- 
tion of the L'mpcror Nspoleon to enter the Con- 
gress, was to consult on the actual slate of affairs 
of Italy, quite irrespective of the treaty of Villa- 
franca. 

Kngland had not consented to join the Con- 
gress, and could not unCil they saw what was the 
result of the conference ac Zurich The treaty 
of Villafranca did noc lay down, absolutely, any 
Italian confederation, but only that the Empe 
rors would unite to p omotc one. He doubced 
the feasibility or the benefit of a conlederaCion aC 
present, and pointed out ti e various obstacles to 
the consummation of such a project. 

Again, Kngland must know how it was pro- 
posed to carry ouC the treaty before joining the 
Congress, especially with regard to the restora- 
tion of tho Dukes of Tuscany and Modena, as 
England could never be a party to forcing Chem 
on Cheir people wichouc cheir consent. He re 
joiced Co say Chat the King of Naples was begin- 
ning Co puC an end Co Che system which prevailed 
under the late King, which he sincerely desired 
to CerminaCe altogether. 

There was a treaty about to be made ac Vien- 
na, whither a confidential agent of the French 
government had gone to arrange che basis. He be- 
lieved Iliac che Emperor of Austria desired Chat the 
Italians should have self-government. He could 
not now say whether there would be a Congress, 
but he choughc ic nould not become England now 
to say that she would wichdraw from such an as- 
sembly, if there was a chance of promoting che 
liberty of Italy and establishing the peace of Eu- 
rope. 

Mr. D'Israeli expressed the wish that Lord 
John Russell had been more explicit, particularly 
as Co any terms ChaC may have been offered to 
Austria by the neutral powers, and he reiterated 
his objection Co England having any hing Co do 
wich che conference, as she would thereby be 
bound by the treaty of Villafranca. 

Lord Pahnerston denied that Kngland had sub- 
mitted any terms Co AusCria which were less fa- 
vorable Chan chose obcained from France. The 
government, at the request of the French Am- 
bassador, had consented to be che channel of com- 
rnuuicaCion, and had submitted some terms to 
Austria, but at the same time distinctly stating 
that they were the views of the French govern- 
ment, and that England gave no advice or opin- 
ion in the matter. It would be impossible for 
the government to join in the congress until the 
result of che Zurich conference is known. 

Mr. Whiteside said that Che governmenC had 
been made a cat's-paw of, and by transmitting 
terms to Austria, virtually assented to them. 

Mr. Gladstane eulogized the conduct of Sar- 
dinia, defended Lord Palmerston from the mis- 
representations against him, and besoughC the 
House not to interfere between the Executive in 
whatever measures it might find itself able to 
adopt for the interest of Italy and che pernianenc 
welfare of Eurote. 

After speeches by other members the subjccC 
was dropped. 

On the 29th the proceedings in the House ot 
Lords were uninteresting. 

In the House of Commons sundry questions 
were put to the Government on the Subject of na- 
val armaments and national defenses. 

Lord Palmerston said that he did not think it 
possible for England to enter into any agreement 
with the ocher powers for an arithmetical reduc 
tion ot her military and naval establishments, her 
position being totally different. 

Mr. Horsman moved a resolution that the ex- 
penses of completing the works of defense be mc 
by a fund especially provided for the purpose, in- 
dependent of the Parliamentary votes. He urged 
continued armaments and suggested a loan to 
complete the defense. 

Mr. Sidney, and Lord Palmerston objected' to 
the proposition, but both said Che government 
was fully alive to the importance of completing 
the defenses of the country, and promised vigo- 
rous action in the matter. 

Mr. Cobden deprecated this unnatural alarm 
as an actual incentive to war, and ridiculed the 
idea of invasion by France, and hoped that ex- 
planations would be entered into between the two 
governments. After each explanation had been 
made and tried, he would, if necessary, be ready 
to vote £200,000,000 to provide a navy supetior 
to that of France, although he showed that the 
English uavy was greatly suporior now.

The Condition of Southern slaves. 

The condition of the slaves of the Southern 
States is a theme of much hypocritical sympathy 
on the part of Northern Black Republicans, and 
aC the same time a theme of a great deal of in- 
excusable misrepre entation. The truth about it 
is, that che very worst that can be said about 
slavery in the South is, aside from the abstract 
idea of slavery itself, that it furnishes an apology 
for agitation at the hands of Northern fanatics 
That the slaves of Che South are far be ter off in 
every respect Chan Che negro in his native land, 
or even die free negroes of Che North, is conce- 
ded by all reasonable, caudiit men. Read the 
following upon this subject, from the pen of a 
Northern man, one who was reared with all the 
prejudices of education againsc negro slavery, and 
one who has visiced che South purposely to satisfy 
himself as to the real condition and prospects of 
the neero there: 

Northern agitation il sustained by sympathy 
for the Southern slave. As to what sfirs up ChaC 
agitation, there are different opinions. My lea 
son in coming South is that Abolitionism is 
thrown away Every Northerner, when he is set 
down in a slave State, begins (o look about for 
the 'miserable*;' buc he can find none. When I 
first col over the line into Kentucky, Maryland, 
and Virginia, I thought the mildness or the appa- 
rent absence of slavery there was owing to their 
proximity to die free States. But in the extreme 
South I find everything the same — indeed, there 
is a singular sameness in the system everywhere. 
Ic seems more like a spontaneous and natural 
growth, independent of statutes and convention- 
alism. The regard of the white for the negro, 
and his treatment of him, is about the same every- 
where; and the demeanor of the black toward 
the white, in every State, is as uniform as 
though they had all been educated to it in one 
school. 

All the rerrark' I make on this subject will be 
general, and not partial. 1 do not say that the 
present system of slavery here is the Be tare] 
state of the negro, or that I think it permanent. 
I think its form will naturally grow freer as the 
owner comes to understand, scientific illy, the 
constitution of the slave, and as che slave ad- 
van-es. We know ChaC it is self-evident that 
freedom is the Ci ue and only true element of pro- 
gress and perfeccion Co all things. The slavery 
here, however, need hardly be called slavery. 
There is just about legal restraint enough upon 
the black race to keep them together, protect 
them, and to keep them industrious enough for 
their own good. You will nowhere here see any 
positivelv inflicted injuries upon the slave (except 
bil slavery. J True, his manhood is taken uwav, 
except as it can be made subservient to his mas- 
ter's manhood. His higher earthly hopes »re not 
permitted to rise, and he has not much stimulus 
for ambition — but he is happy, and has cen limes 
more privileges than he avails himself of. Sad- 
ness upon the face of a negro is a very rare pic- 
ture, but it is frequently engraven deeply upon 
the master's face. 

The responsibility of the health, life, go id or 
der and respectability of many negroes upon the 
master, is no mean one, and many are the for 
tunes ruined and households broken up by Coo lax 
government and too much sympathy on the part 
of masters. Law, public opinion, and individual 
sympathy, all hold t. c slaveholder rigidly re- 
sponsible for the good treatment ol h s slaves. 
"The man who treats his niggers badly" is the 
mosC shunned: and the mosc disgraceful of all 
epithets is this one applied to him. Nothing 
hin ts an owner so much as to separate his lie 
groes; thev are not lully and practically con-id- 
ered transferable stock. Northerners cannot 
understand the peculiar jealousy, sensitiveness 
and tenacity with which slaveholders grip to this 
kind of property. When one is taken ill he is 
waited upon by the doctor in preference to anv 
one of the owner's family. The negroes are 
aware of this regard for their persons, and they 
enjoy it. Nothing will so quickly arouse an 
owner's bloody nassions as the abuse of his negro 
by another man. When a negro complains to his 
master of abuse, the latter feels it incumbent 
up n him to demand satisfaction as though his 
personal honor was impeached. There are three 
things for which a southerner will quicklv draw 
his knife: call him a liar, insult a female, and 
abuse his nigger. 

About whipping. I had not heard a blow struck 
since I have been at the South, until forty-eight 
hours ago, by the keeper of this hotel, a man for- 
merly of Jefferson county, N. Y. Whipping is 
an institution here, b it, of course, resorted to 
with reluctance, and considered by both master 
and slave in about the same light as boss and 
laborer at Che North consider "docking" wages 
f»r misdemeanors. The guaranty lor the safety 
of the black man at the South is that endemic 
good nature and sympathy of thesouchern heart. 
It may sometimes be p s-ion • te. but is not will- 
ingly cruel. The southerner is himself indepen- 
dent, and he is magnanimous enough to regard 
the individual rights of others, black and white. 
The negro has rights here that the white dare not 
overstep, and they are very sensitive as to those 
rights. The southerner has more respect for a 
negro under the principle of slavery than die 
northerner. When Che northerner gets down 
here he begins to Crifle with the negro, regards 
him with a cold, disrespectful, unsympathizing 
feeling (the same as free negroes are treated at 
I the North). I nearly forgot a recent occurrence 
near here, which illustrates the regard between 
i mister and servant. Col. Bond, of Georgia, a 
j millionaire, a gentleman of the highest social re- 
I finemeut and position, and one of the leading 
' men of the State, lost his life simply in retalia- 
i cion upon a man for abusing his negro. 

The negroes have many perquisites amounting 
to luxuries. They go to church Sabbaths, tome- 
| times in new silks. They are always provided 
with a place of worship, and often white people 
I of the highest respectability mingle devoutly 
with them at the foot of the altar. No longer 
! ago than yeslcrd iv I saw the tears of black and 
j white mingle at church, and the endearing address 
to them of "my dear brethren and sisters," came 
from the lips of a refined white minister. This 
scene forcibly impressed me that the black man 
j has not many truer friends Chan the Southern 
master. I have seen enough Co come Co this de- 
cision — that the Southern States of America are 
the natural paradise of the negro. 

A few words as Co the general character of the 
negro. It is good nature, contencmenC, affection, 
intellectual imbecility, a predominance of the 
sentiments and die sensational over judgment, 
and love of luxury, ease, and display. I consider 
Chem noC industrious enough, considering their in- 
ducements Co be so. I have seen thousands of 
them who had chances to make money and dress 
finely, but would not. I know one young fellow, 
however, who pays two hundred dollars a year f T 
his time, and lavs by nearly a thousand dollars a 
year for himself. This boy dresses finer ard has 
a betcer furnished room Chan any private gentle- 
man in his town. Asa general thing, however, 
the negroes are poor art. sans, ai:d are fit only lor 
bodily servitude or field lai.or — those pursuits re- 
quiring least judgment and sense of responsibili- 
ty. Of the adaptation of the negro to the 
Southern States, I am obliged to be convinced. 
At this present moment of writing, we white 
skins arc driven beneath the shade, into the 
plaza and cottage; but those, across the road, are 
sitting upon a pile of lumber in the fierce sun, 
three negroes rolling and laughing, mightily 
pleased about something. 

Why they do not seek the inviting arbors of 
the gorgeous magnolia and the live oak which 
are within twenty feet of them, they best know. 
I have seen hands lie down in the fields, on their 
backs, faces upturned to the burirng sun, and 
thus spend their mornings, eating their d nners 
with shade trees a few yards dis ant. Seeing 
some of them going to meeting sheltering them- 
selves from the sun's rays with umbrellas, I pitied 
their necessity to work in the sun; but my sym- 
pathies were relieved on this score by seeing a 
young buck escorting his du lock, (sweet heart) 
home with an umbrella over her, under the clear 
silver moonlight! They do these things in imita- 
tion of their masters. Field girls go to n-eeting 
in low-necked dresses and bare arms. Some of 
the men having the good fortnnc to get a pair of 
white cotton gloves, will sit during a sweltering 
service with them on. I noticed one rare old 
buck yesterday with a pair of thick buckskins on 
during the service. 

The negro loves this soil and his white hoss. 
He treats the man best w!.o holds the reins sing- 
ly, but quickly ruins him who don't. Nature has 
given the South negroes — I don't say slaves, and 
I hive to fear but that the white race, through 



their sympathy and intelligence, will puC Che , 
negro on his proper level in time. The evils of 
the present system of slavey are not borne by the 
negro. Lec your heart be at rest upon that. 
But I can seetcn thousand curses it has entailed 
upon the white. I am no apologist for slavery. I 
would sacrifice my blood to keep it from my na- 
tive State, but that blood is equally ready to pro 
tect my Southern brother in his constitutional 
lights.

A Young Man Saved. 

Burleigh, the New York correspondent of 
the Boston Journal, relates the following 
anecdote as illustrating a case with which a 
young man may he saved, as well as ruined: 

One of the leading brokers of New York had 
a young man in his employ. The vast amount 
of money in his hands was a great temptation to 
him. Small sums were missed day after day; otie 
quarter, then fifty eents, then one dollar, then two 
dollars were missed. He was nhargtd with the 
peeulati* D. Tne broker then showed him how 
lie could detect abstractions of the smallest sum 
from his money; the young man stammered and 
confessed. ••Well," tafd the broker, "I shall not 
discharge you, I sh-ll not dishonor you, I intend 
to keep you and make a man of you. You will 
be a vagabond if you go along in this way. Now 
let me see no more of this." 

He went to work. He did not disappoint the 
confidence. He did honor to his employer. And 
the other day he was inducted into one of our 
banks in an honorable [losiiion, and his employer 
became his bondsman to the verv large amount of 
$111, DUD. Had lie conducted as some would have 
done — senl the boy away and proclaimed his dis- 
honor — perhaps he would have ended iiis days in 
the State prison and been sent to his tomb in the 
garb of a convict. But one young man had been 
rescued from ruin who had been placed amid the 
temptations of money, and for a moment was 
overcome. 

Important to Wool Dealers. 

The following is an extract from a commu- 
nication of Jacob Haenchen, of Beading, Pa., 
who is vouched for as one who has had great 
experience in the wool business — probably 
millions of pounds handled and assorted by 
him. He says: 

If wool dealers are purchasing wool without 
having a full knowledge of wool, they will com- 
monly fall short in their calculations, alter their 
purchase. All those who have any dealing at all 
in wool, ought to be acquainted with these three 
distinct points, namely: they ought to understand, 
1st, the qualities ot wool; -d, to know or under- 
stand by first sight and handling, on what soil the 
sheep have been in pasture, viz: whether on 
sandy places, or on clay and heavy soil, or on the 
mountains — (this is the most important point to 
know; — and 3d, to know which kind would turn 
out to be best to their advantage. After being 
washed, (with liquor as il is called,) one kind will 
improve in quality, the other will lose, by wash- 
ing. And whereas a Heeec of wool contains 
from three to six different qualities. I believe, 
and I am certain of it, it would be of great ad- 
vantage to wholesale dealers to have the wool 
sorted belore selling, and thus make their prices 
accordingly; and those engaged in manufacturing 
woolen goods ought to observe the one above 
mentioned i he more yet.
